Amendment 


In the said byelaws: — 

(1) for clause (3) of byelaw No, 4, the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“(3) Articles, the property in which is vested in the Central or State Gov- 
ernment or the Board at the time they enter the Octroi limits, if and 
when accompanied by a certificate in that behalf by an officer of the 
Government authorised by the head of the importing department to 
grant such certificate or the Executive Officer. 

The certificate shall state that the articles are the property of the Government 
or the Board, as the case may be, and that they are not intended for private use 
or for sale. 

Note. — If the goods are subsequently sold within the Cantonment limits without 
being used, the Officer incharge of the department shall remit the Board the Octroi 
which would have been payable on the goods at the time of import if they had 
not been exempted from payment of Octroi.” 

(2) After clause (5) of byelaw No. 4, the following shall be added namely: — 

"Provided that the exemption mentioned in clause (3) of byelaw No. 4 shall 
not be applicable to articles imported by, or for the use of, any 
independent organization or business such as public transport owned 
by the Government in case such articles, if imported by similar organi- 
zations or business owned by private parties are not exempt.”
